Wo ate and had some 
wine at a sidewalk reatauront. and 
did a lot of talking about tho good 
old Magic Valley. I also saw Capt,

Ml.-a Hamilton enllslcd In No- 
vember. 101;;. and took her train- 
ing at Daytona Beach. F^a. Sh( 
served as stenographer at Hamilton 
flrld.

Although they had banned tho trade on 
the home blands because ot Its bad effect on national 
vigor and Ille, they propagandised tlMi use ot opium 
among trmporarlly enslaved subjects In order to weak- 
en Uielr powers of rcslatance. It Is now esllrnated thot 
thero are at leait 33,000,000 addlctji In the regions 
which ihpy overran In the montlia alter Pearl Harbor. 

Tokyo Time, however, blamed tho BrltL'Oi for this 
abomination. In a Dec. 2. 1044, radio address, recorded 
by American monitors, she recalled that EtiglMd had 
foisted Ihn drug on China tor the saho of revenue, even 
fighting llin famous opium war to gain her ends.
